If you're ready to don the cloak of a champion, here are two hints to get you started: 



1) The unbroken Mirror was rectangular. If you discover the shapes of Voar's pieces you 
can deduce the shape of the final piece and find it more easily. 

2) You're a prisoner in Voar's castle but security is lax because Voar can generally find 
you easily with his minor pieces. The prison guard does check on you regularly but you 
may find a way to cope with that. He marks the left side of his hourglass to remind him 
when he should check on you again. When you're near the time limit he's marked, your 
guardian angel will warn you by saying "Sand's running low" and by flashing the 
cursor.

Vocabulary and Commands 

The first key to master is the RETURN key, which toggles between graphics and text 
mode. Sometimes it's helpful to see your last few commands, and this allows you to peek 
at them behind the graphics screen. The program only checks the first four letters of each 
word, so you can abbreviate commands like OFFER GRAIN as OFFE GRAI, if you 
want. Of course the longer form works fine also. You can also abbreviate traveling in 
directions: N,S,E,W,U, and D, for North, South, East, West, Up, and Down, 
respectively. INVENTORY, or INV is the way to find what you're carrying. Other 
very useful commands are GET, PUT, USE, OFFER, WAIT, TALK, and LOOK. 
If you want to talk to a particular person, just say TALK. If you want to look at a 
particular person, use his or her name, for example, LOOK BORIS. The command 
LOOK alone returns a brief description of your present location, and if you've left any 
objects there, the computer lets you know. You should also look at objects (for example, 
LOOK CHAIR) because the program won't automatically tell you which items in a 
picture can be taken or moved or opened or closed. An additional note about pictures is 
that in nearly all cases the pictures are drawn so that you're facing north in each 
location. East is to the right, west is to the left, and south behind you. 

Saving Games 

To save a game, simply type SAVE. You will be asked to enter a number from 1 to 7 
because you can have up to 7 saved games on the Coveted Minor disk at one time, he 
advised that if you've saved a game previously as number 1, and you now save a new 
game as number 1, you'll wipe out the former game by saving on top of it. To restore a 
saved game, type RESTORE. You will be asked for the number of the game you wish to 
restore.
